There appears to be a slight variation in the setting of the title in some 
copies, the translator being given as ‘‘ Ja. Sa.’’ instead of ‘‘ Ja. San.’’ 
(Lowndes 21; B.P.C. xvi. 1963), Hazlitt’s copy lacked the errata leaf. Hazlitt 
and Herbert mention a ‘‘ Table,’’ and the Britwell Court Catalogue, March 30— 
April 3, 1925, No. 5, two unsigned leaves at the end (the latter blank), which 
are possibly the same. This copy, however, agrees with the Huth (No. 72), 
which did not possess them. A good analysis of the book will be found in the 
Retrospective Review, xiv. 181. It was translated by James Sanford, or Sand- 
ford, and is dedicated to Thomas, Duke of Norfolk, whose arms appear on the 
reverse of the title. The object of this essay is to expose the pretensions and 
charlatanism of the period, and to emphasise the difficulty of attaining real 
knowledge. The book has, also, considerable incidental interest, there “being 
sections “ devoted to music, DANCING, THE STAGE, astronomy, astology, 
palmistry, magic and witchcraft, ‘‘ the art of bawdrie, ”” ** whoorish arts,’ 
house-keeping, “trade, agriculture, fishing, hunting, fowling, SWORD- PLAY, etc. 
The title bears the signatures of two different persons named ‘ ‘ Thomas Cotton,” 
one being mid- sixteenth century and the other early seventeenth century. It is 
possible ‘that the latter may be Sir Thomas Cotton (1594-1661), registered in 
D.N.B. iv. 1238.

** FIRST EDITION. Watt 269u. Cesare Cremonini (1550-1631) was 
born at Cento in Modena, and studied at Ferrara, where he also lectured. Later 
he received an appointment at Padua; he deeply venerated Aristotle. He held 
the opinion that one could not demonstrate the immortality of the soul by pure 
reason, AND WAS CONSEQUENTLY SUSPECTED OF ATHEISM. He died of the plague 
at Padua. 

This book supports the claim of the heart to be the most vital organ of the 
body. Without wishing to draw any undue inferences, we beg to point out that 
Wiiu1m Harvey, the discoverer of the circulation of the blood, took the degree 
ot M.D. at Padua University, where Cremonini lectured between 1590 and his 
death : it is therefore probable that Harvey attended Cremonini’s lectures, who 
may have first drawn his attention to the heart and the phenomena connected 
with it. It is also interesting to note that Harvey speaks of the ancients with 
great reverence, though not to the extent of accepting all their statements.

‘‘ This translation keeps so closely to the original and renders its involved 
style and redundant language so exactly that I have availed myself of it in the 
quotations given.’’ (Boulting : G. Bruno, pp. 166-167.) 

The expulsion of the triumphant beast 1s an essay in social ethics. ‘‘ He 
was the first to ignore Christian tradition and discuss moral conduct as a natural 
phenomenon, valuing it for its usefulness in binding men together as a social 
whole ’”’ (Boulting, p. 151). The essay contains many of Bruno’s most 
startlingly modern ideas, such as disbelief in a universal deluge, and the recent 
creation of man (this edition p. 245), scepticism as to the whole of mankind 
having been descended from a single pair (pp. 246-247); he ridicules the idea of 
special divine intervention in human affairs (Boulting p. 161), and does not 
believe in the Garden of Eden or the ‘‘ sweet Age of Gold,’’ nor that man was 
oned perfect :.‘‘ Therefore in the Golden Age men were not more virtuous than 
the beasts are at present virtuous, and perhaps they were more stupid than many 
of the beasts ’’’ (p. 179). At p. 73 is an example of that insistence on the 
unity of the universe which repeatedly occurs in Bruno’s writings (Boulton p. 
163). Other ideas occur, such as the eternity of the laws of nature and the 
plurality of worlds (Boulting p. 300).

In 15483 the parliament condemned his books 
to be burned, as too favourable to the new opinions; in 1546 the author himself 
suffered death at the stake on a charge of atheism. Among his works in Latin 
are: ‘‘ A dialogue on the imitation of Cicero,’’ written against Mrasmus; ‘* A 
commentary on the Latin language ’’ (1536); and a ‘‘ Summary of the acts of 
Francis I ’’ (1540).

This is one of the rarest books issued 
from the Aldine Press. According to the Book prices current and the American 
Book prices current no copy has been sold in England and America for the last 
thirty years. ‘The Sunderland collection was very rich in classics and humanists, 
but though the catalogue records the first and third edition it shews no copy 
of the second. (See also Brunet : Manuel, Vol. I., col. 827; Renouard : Annales 
des Alde, p. 40, No. 5; Ebert No. 2061.) This edition incorporates the manu- 
script corrections of Bessarion, made in his copy of the first edition, which was 
sent to Aldus while he was printing the third book.  (Didot: Alde Manuce, 
p. 247.) 

In the middle of the fifteenth century a quarrel arose between the followers 
of Plato and Aristotle as to the respective merits of the two philosophers. Gaza 
had written a book in favour of Aristotle, which was answered by Bessarion in 
his essay on Nature and Art (which appears as Book VI. of the present work). 
George of Trezibond then took up the cudgels in a controversy which had 
hitherto been conducted with decorum, with a virulent Comparison between Aris- 
totle and Plato, which called forth the present book. In it Bessarion silenced 
his opponents by shewing that there was a strong parallel between Platonism and 
Christianity, and ‘‘ contributed greatly to the extension of speculative thought 
in the department of theology ’’ (Hncyclopaedia Britannica, Vol. 3, p. 822). He 
also demonstrated that George of Trezibond was incompetent to discuss Plato,

Aldus had, as he informs us in his Greek colophon above quoted, a number of 
ancient and trustworthy manuscripts on which he based the text of this edition. 
Didot quotes the original of part of this colophon but with a variation from the 
text of the present copy, which, as will be seen above, reads dvruypadots; 
whereas Didot reads éuvroypdgous. It is, however, exceedingly probable that 
this is an error, as Aldus is not likely to have thought that he possessed Plato's 
original manuscripts, which the use of the word du7Gypadov would imply where- 
as davriypagov simply means a transcription. The manuscripts used include 
several discovered at Mount Athos during his mission to Greece on behalf ot 
Lorenzo de’ Medici for the purpose of rescuing Greek literary treasures. 


In the course of the Latin addness to Leo X we have a review of the geo- 
graphical discoveries made during the past thirty years, including a reference 
to America which has escaped the attention of Harrisse. We give a transla- 
tion of a portion of this passage: ‘‘ One cannot too highly praise the King of 
Portugal, the invincible Emmanuel, who, for some years, has searched out 
new lands and new kingdoms without intermission, aided by a powerful fleet, 
and, victorious over the peoples to whom he gives his laws, is happy to attain 
thus a celestial home. From Lisbon, where he embarked, he has successively 
traversed the signs of Cancer, of the equinox, and of Capricorn, and, when he 
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PLATO—continued. 


approached the South Pole, changing his course, has passed again through the 
same signs, the equinox and Cancer, thus encircling the whole of Africa and 
a part of Asia. During his voyage of one hundred and forty times one hundred 
Roman miles, he visited the rich country of spices, named Calicut; then, leaving 
Ceylon on the right, he arrived at length at an island named Malacca, a fertile 
country, populous and rich in all sorts of merchandise. A bloody battle made 
him master of this country, whose people, coming to know Christian religion and 
conduct, hastened to be baptized.’’ After rejoicing at the spread of the Gospel

Giulio Cesare Vanini was an “ atheist,’’ or, as we should term him, a pan- 
theist with an admixture of scepticism. He was burned at the stake after 
having published two books, both of which were suppressed and are now ex- 
tremely rare. Some idea of the horror with which he inspired the orthodox 
may be gathered from the fact that he published his first book in 1615 and was 
executed in 1619—an unusually brief career for a freethinker, even in those days.
